FARMERS COMPLAIN 
OF VI RY LOW RETURNS

They Claim That Middle- 
men Are Reaping the 
Profits — Blakslee Says 
the Farmers Are Full of 
Bitterness. 


Washington, January 30.—Indica- 
tions of a widespread spirit of un- 
rest and dissatisfaction among the 
farmers of the country, so threaten- 
Ing as likely to disturb the existing 
economic structure, is considered by 
government officials to be revealed 
in mere than 40,000 replies to a 
questionnaire recently sent out by 
the postoffice department. 

The replies as thus far digested 
were summarized in a report pre- 
pared by George L. Wood, superin- 
tendent of the postoffice depart- 
ment’s division of rural mails, and 
read to the senate postoffice com- 
mittee today by James L Blakslee, 
fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. The views of the 40,000 or 
more farmers wére obtained by the 
broadcasting of 200,000 copies of a 
questionnaire throughout. the agri- 
cultural states asking for sugges- 
tlona whereby the postoffice depart- 
ment might aid in cutting down the 
eost of living. 

Tired of Lew Returns. 

Declaring the farmefs were tired 
of receiving low returns for long, 
hard periods of toll, while city 
dweliers lived in “ease and com- 
fort, with high wares and short 
hours,” the report said the replies 
received indieated hundreds of farm- 
ers had resolved @ither to quit the 
farm entirely or greatly decrease 
production. 

Complaint was made in a majority 
of the replies, the report said, of 
the high prices paid by consumers 
as compared with the low return to 
the farmer, indicating an entirely 
disproportionate profit for the mid- 
dieman. .Many farmers, the report 
said, drew comparisons between 
“the hours of labor required of the 
farmer and his compensation § with 
those of the urbanite, of which the 
farmer bitterly complains, setting 
forth the soft and luxurious living 
of the latter as compared with the 
hard and bare living of the farmer 
who is no longer willing to toil and

In Crash Friday 
With Automobile 


Oécupants of Machine 
Jump to Safety, But An- 
other Locomotive Had 
to Be Sent to Draw 
Train. 


When the Dixte Flyer, fast Cen- 
tral of Georgia express, crashed 
into a stalled automobile at the 
Forrest avenue crossing in East 
Point at 9 o'clock last night three 
male occupants of the machine es- 
caped injury by jumping just as 
the impact arrived. The automobile 
and train engine were not so lucky, 
however, the machine being splin- 
tered, while another engine had to 
be sent from the Atlanta yards to 
take the place of the snorting mon- 
ster, damaged in the uneven “bump- 
ing” contest, causing a delay of 
about one hour. 

Little information as _ to 
names of the occupants of the 
wrecked automobile could be ob- 
tained last night, although it was 
stated by police officials at East 
Point that the car bore a South Car- 
oline license tag. According to per- 
sons near the scene at the time of 
the crash, the automobile, moving 
slowly, had apparently passed into 
the safety zone, when the motor 
suddenly died, causing the car to be- 
gin a retrograde movement toward 
the path of the oncoming express.

TREGO RELEASED, 
FOLLOWING PROBE 


Investigating Officers 
Say That Injured Wom- 
and Has Now Changed 
Her Story and Has Ex- 
onerated Salesman. 


Following a thorough probe by 
detectives of the fall of Mrs. S. N. 
Dunn, of Greenville, 8 C., into an 
elevator shaft in a downtown store 
Monday night in which she sus- 
tained {injuries from which she may 
die, Glover E, Trego, 34 years of 
age, a salesman who was arrested 
Thursday evening and held on sus- 
picion by the police, was released 
Friday afternoon shortly after 2 


o'clock, fully exonerated by the po-. 


lice of any blame in the accident. 

According to a statement made by 
Mrs. Dunn at Grady hospital, where 
she is suffering from a broken back 
and other injuries, Trego was with 
her at the time of the accident, 
which happened shortly after 11 
o'clock Monday night. 

* It is stated by detectives making 
ran investigation of the case that 
Mrs. Dunn now denies that Trego 
made an attack on her, thus contra- 
dicting her previous statement that 
she fell down the elevator. shaft 
while attempting to escape from 
him. Trego was not required t 
give bond for his further appearance 
in court. 

Husband and Father Here. 

Her husband, 8. N. Dunn, of Talla- 
dega, Ala., and father, P. M. Glenn, 
sof Kings Mountain, N. C., were at 
the woman's bedside Friday morn- 
ing. It is stated by them that Mrs. 
Dunn made the statement that she 
fell through the elevator shaft as 
she fled from an attack made by 
Trego. 

Acting on the first statement made 
by Mrs. Dunn, in which she is al- 
leged to have implicated Trego, her 
father and husband secured the 
services of Lawton Nalley and de- 
clared that they would ‘have Trego 
prosecuted. 

The thorough investigation con- 
ducted by Lieutenant of Detectives 
Theodore Shaw and Detectives Gil- 


lespie and Whatley brought to light 
the fact, they say, that the accident 


was unavoidable. According to in- 
formation received by the officers 
Trego and Mrs. Dunn had been in- 
troduced to each other the day be- 
fore the night on which the acci- 
dent happened. 

It Is said that Mrs. Dunn had 
called a friend at the store where 
Trego works and asked that she be 
carried to Grady hospital to see her 
sister-in-law, Miss Clara Dunn, a 
telephone operator at Grady. 
Through this friend she was.intro- 
duced to Trego, who offered _ his 
services in carrying her to the hos- 
pital in a car belonging to the com- 
pany.

Tremendous Increase Is 
Shown for January,

The treatmendous increase ip the 
volume of business in this seetion 


over that of 1919 is strikingly shown 
by a comparison of bank clearings 
for the month of January, 1920, 
with those of the same month in 
1919, -whiclh comparison ,brings to 
light the gratifying announcement 
that January clearings this year 
will exceed those of the same month 
last year by almost $100,000,000.

Unofficial ‘but accurate figures 
for January .this year show that

extension of the National Research 
council, before the Georgia section 
of the American Chemical society at 
their dinner in the mahogany room 
of the Ansley hotel last nicht at 7 
‘o'clock. Nearly all the members of 
the society in Atlanta and many 
prominent bankers and business men 
of this city were present.

with the cessation of hostilities, the 
organization for peaceful purposes 
became necessary. The purport of 
the lecture was to get the public in- 
terested in research and for the pub- 
lic to put into practical use the re- 


sults determined by the experiments 
of scientific experts. 

The practical points that bear a 
relation to the industry of the 
south which were stressed by Mr. 
Howe are three-fold: to bring the 
small bakers-together with the more 
Scientific bakers for the purpose 
of instruction of the small bakers; 
to edu ¢.te the turpentine men how 
to save the turpentine forests, and 
to encourage tMe college profes- 
sors to add research work to their 
classroom instruction. 

Conferences have peen called for 
the smaller bakers to meet with 
the larger and more versed in the 
art of baking bread to assure, in 
the future, better methods for the 
making of bread. As most of the 
bread made in the United States is 
the products of the smaller baker- 
ies, it is to the common interest 
to have them educated in the prop- 
er and most efficient methods. 

Turpentine is one of the most im- 
portant of the industries of the 
south. That this industry may be 
saved, is the object of muth research 
work in this branch of science. The 
co-operation of the followers of the 
turpentine business with the eX- 
perts of research work in this line 
will be a large asset to the industry. 
The council seeks to adjust’ the 
methods of extracting the turpen- 
tine from the trees so as to save the 
forests. 

The third phase deals with the in- 
struction of the students. The 
southern college professors, states 
Mr. Howe, are lax in the study of 
research. They spend all their time 
in class room instruetion, while they 
should co-operate with the scientific 
experimenters, lending all their as- 
sistance and impart their, results to 
the student body, thereby stimulat- 
ing interest in research and further- 
ine its annlication.

Rev. Dr. James T. Taylor 

Tells of Capture by 
Mexican Soldiers—Ran- 
som Was Paid to Car- 
ranza General. 


———— 


Washington, January 30.—pr. 
James T. Taylor, of New York. 
secretary of the foreign board of 
missions of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, related for the first 
time today the story of his cap- 
ture by Mexican soldiers to whom 
his friends paid $200 in gold for 
his release. While on a business/ 
trip in the vicinity of Tampicé 
some months ago, Dr. Taylor told 
&@ special examiner of the senate 
foreign relations subcommittee that 
he was held up by a soldier after 
he had taken a picture of séme oil 
properties. 

“The soldier rushed up to me and 
placing a revolver at my, breast 
ordered me to give him the film,” 
Dr. Taylor said. “Later about fif- 
teen soldiers appeared, and I was 
ordered to surrender my fscamera 
and and appéar before the/general 
in charge thereabouts. After a 
few words the general withdrew 
to another room and sent word to 
me that I could not be released 
until I had paid $500 in gold. There 
was no trial, no formal charges 
preferred and the fine waa finally 
reduced to $200, and paid.” 

Dr. Taylor characterized as ut- 
terly ridiculous charges that W. O. 
Jenkins, the American consular 
agent at Pueblo, was implicated 
with the bandits who kidnaped him. 

“IT was a gyest at the home of Mr. 
Jenkins up a few days before his 
capture,” the witness said, “and I 
found he was highly regarded by the 
Mexicans. His interest in the Mex- 
ican people was very great and he 
aided them in every way, giving 
them a hospital to care for their 
sick.” " 

Dr. Taylor added that Jenkiks was 
never removed more than 15 iles 
from Puebla by the bandits,\ and 
said there had been many reports 
that the bandits could have been 
captured. 

Withdrawal of American business 
concerns from Mexico, the’ witness 
said, would cause a famine in 90 
days, as the Americans had helped 
the natives and provided them with 
a source of livelihood. 

Francis W. Blackford, a Colum- 
bus, Ojo, civil engineer, testified 
that he was fyfced to forfeit min- 
ing properties in Mexico because the 
Carranza government had ordered 
that they be operated and that the 
risk was too dangerous. The atti- 
tude of the United States in dealing 
with Mexico “was the laughing 
stock of the diplomats of the world,” 


| he said, adding that the people of 
| Latin-America thought this coun- 


try was afraid of Carranza,

After a service of nearly three 
years, after having been an integral 
part of the life of Atlanta for so 
long that citizens have come to re- 
gard its existence as much‘as a mat- 
ter of fact as they do the postoffice, 
courthouse and Five Points, the War 
Camp Community Service passés out 
of existence tonight at 11 o’clock. 

The Soldiers’ club, at 190 Peach- 
tree street, is a thing of the past 
after today. The soldiers in Atlanta 
and surrounding camps-no more will 


shave a place to go and make their 
hé@adquarters whén thcy come to the 
city. They will depend upon the pas- 
serby on the stre for entertain- 
ment and on the stFeets and hojel 
lobbies for gathering points. 
/ The colored soldiers’ club will be 
fended, but it is understood that ar- 
angements are being made by the 
colored citizens to provide a substi- 
tute for this among themselves, in 
order that the uniformed men of 
their own race may find a home ina 
strange city. 

The information booth at Five 
Points will have to be dismantled. 
There will no longer be the oppor- 
tunity for the stranger to ask where 
to find rooms and lodging of a gen- 
tle-faced woman at one of the little 
windows. No more can they find out 
where to go to find anything they 
want in the big city from the s1x- 
sided little room. it is to be pre- 
sumed that the traffic cop will do 
his best to answer all the queries as 
he waves his imperious semaphore 
back and forth directing the traffic. 

3,000 Volunteer Workers. 

More than ft” thousand volun- 
teer workers, who have given gladly 
of. their time and talent for the 
work of the organization, will re- 
ceive honorable discharge’ certin- 
cates. They have furnished enter- 
tainment at Fort McPherson, Camp 
Gray, Camp Gordon and Camp Jes- 
sup ever since the war first started, 
as well as refreshments, home hospi- 
tality, Christmas and other holiday 
gifts and amusements. After the 
war they carried on with their serv- 
ices to today, and now it is all over. 

There has been a desire in the 
city to continue a large part of the 
activities of the W. C. C. S. for the 
benefit of the civilian population, 


and at the present time a local com- 
re is tentatively forming plans 
r such an organization to be 


ice. TINs Organization, the suc- 
cessor to . & C. S&S, is headed by 
Basil Stockbridge, secretary of the 
Georgia branch ofthe American Le- 
gion, as president, and Julian Boehm 
as vice president. 

For the past sixty days Albert 
Raurberger, « ‘tive secretary of 
the W. C. C. S., has been conduct- 
ing various activities which would 
be important partions of the work of 
the new Atlanta Community Serv- 
ice, in order to demonstrate what 
this new organization would mean 
to the city. In that time fifty-nine 
groups of men, women and children 
have been orranized in ‘different 
parts of the city for athletic and 
physical work, and they have been 
instructed in basketball and volley- 
ball act#¥ities. Playgrounds, fully 
equipped for these games, have been 
developed out of thirty-six vacant 
lots, scattered over the city. The 
value of this work to Atlanta and 
her citizeng cannot be  overesti- 
mated, 


Many Classes Conducted. 


Classes in sewing, dressmaking. 
millinery, dramatics, fancy costume 
making, cooking and conservation of 
food, tolk dancing, ete, have been 
conducted free to the large number 
of students who have jumped at the 
onencs, for this instruction. 

Work has been carried on not only 
among the white people of all 
clas ies, but also among the negroes 
and it is significant that the classes 
in home making, cooking and the 
other domestic arts have been ex- 
ceptionally popular with the colored 
people.

Washington, January 36.—A rul- 
ing by the war department specif- 
ically excluded enlisted men from 
distinguished service medal awards, 
Brigadier General Kobert C. Vavias, 
president of the American expedi- 
tionary torce awards board, said to- 
day before the house subcommittee 
which began hearings in its inves- 
tigation of the army’s distribution 
of war decorations. Suggestions 
that enlisted men be included, he 
said, were made from headquarters 
of the American expeditionary 
forces, but cabled mstructions from 
the department were that enlisted 
men were ineligible for such awards 
and that the order of merit, former- 
ly the equivalent of the medal for 
enlisted persopnel, could not be re- 
vived.

Physicians whe have obeyed the 
popudar impulse, and discussed the 
case, seem to doubt the possibility 
of determining the rightful mother 
by scientific means. Blood analysis, 
suggested by some of the laity as a 
probable means of identification, is 
believed by most. of the medical fra- 
ternity to be a futile hope. 


Variety of Opinion. 


Of course, there is among the 
physicains a variety of opinion. 
That is what makes science an in- 
teresting thing. Differences of 
opinion have developed science.

ing to one group is not desirable 
for transfusion into the veins of an 
individual in another group. ‘There 
is always a possibility of coagula- 
tion where the two bloods:.are not 
of the same grouping, it was ex-. 
plained. | 

It was further recalled that in 
cases where conditions rendered it 
impossible for the attending physi- 
cian to secure a test of the blood 
to be transfused, he always endeav- 
ored to secure the blood of a rela- 
tio& of the patient. This rule would, 
it is plain, indicate that the chances 
are greater that blood from the 
same family will belong to the same 
“group” than is the case where the 
blood of two unrelated persons ig 
mixed. 

Therefore it would seem that, if 
a test of the blood shows that the 
Garner and Pittman babies have 
blood belonging to separate group- 
ings, and if in each case the same 
group is found to belong to one of 
the families involved, the fact 
should be considered as additional) 
evidence. But, as stated above, none 
of these rules are inviolable and are 
rather only applicable in the ma- 
jority of cases, by no means all. 
Therefore no positive reliance could 
possibly be placed on such a test. 

It is interesting to note, in this 
conneetion, that tests of the blood 
have been introduced as testimony 
in court cases in more than one in- 
stance. Several times, in the Brit- 
ish courts, such tests have been re- 
sorted to to disprove or corroborate 
the statements of claimants to dif- 
ferent titles, where there has heen a 
dispute. One of the best known of 
such cases, which dragged through 
the English law court for many 
vears, was the famous “Tichbourne 
Claimant” case. Tests of the blood 
of both claimants to the title in dis- 
pute, as well as tests of the blood of 
members of the family § involved. 
were used in this case.

Hospital Official’s Denial. 


Grady hospital officials Friday 
reiterated their previous statements 
that a mistake, or exchange of 
children could not have been made 
in the system of identificatoin used 
at the time the two baby girls were 
born and still in use in the room 
where the new born babies are 
kept. 

This room ts located on the first 
floor, a few feet from ward “M,” 
where the mothers are cared for, 
and is fitted out with roller tables, 
containing seven cribs, every com- 
partment bearing a tag, on which 
the name of the mother is clearly 
outlined. Examination of the 
wrists of ‘seven tiny infants Fri- 
day by Grady hospital surgeons and 
newspaper men disclosed a\tag, se- 
curely sewed on the left sleeve of 
each of the sleeping babie 

Mrs. Garner, in several interviews, 
alleges that this tag was not on 
the. baby given her by a negro 
maid, Lillie, on the night following 


the birth of her infant, and that 
one was not sewed on until the 
next day. Mrs. Pittman, on the 
other hand, declared, Friday that 
she did not remember a single in- 
stance during her stay in the hos- 
pital, when the babies she saw did 
not have this tag securely fasten- 
ed to its wrist. 

“There was a mix-up once,” stat- 
ed Mrs.. Pittman, “but thts was no- 
ticed a few minutes later, because 
the name on the wrist of the baby 
did not correspond with that of the 
mother, and the matter was immed- 
iately remedied.” Mrs. Pittman 
said that sh* had been misquoted 
in the staten.ent that she and Mrs. 
Garner had exchanged babies during 
their stay in the hospital in ad- 
joining cots in the same ward. 

Records at the hospital show that 
on May 22, a baby girl was born 
to Mrs. Garner, and on May 23, a 
baby girl was born to Mrs. Pittman. 
Mrs. Garner in a formal complaint to 
the hospital authorities declared 
that her baby, when it was born 
had a mark under its left eye. 
Mrs. Pittman also claims that her 
baby had such an Incision, and in 
the same place.

elemental difference between the 
two forces in the senate. 

The Lodge reservation on Article 
X. repudiates any obligation on the 
part of the United States to under- 
take to preserve the territorial in- 
tegrity or political independence of 
other nations. On this the republic- 
ans in the senate have decided to 
stand, come what may. There are 
about thirty-eight senators, includ- 
ing possible four or five democrats, 
who are pledged to block ratifica- 
tion {f there is any modification in 
that reservation. 

The democrats contend that such 
a repudiation by the United States 
to stand on equal footing with oth- 
er members of the league of nations 
to prevent wars for conquest would 


make the league a farce. rob it of 
its authority and power. They were 
willing to indorse the Taft com- 
promise because the former presi- 
dent’s reservation proposed that in- 
stead of a flat repudiation of an ob- 
ligation, the question of whether a 
moral obligation existed should be 
determined by the congress when 
the question arose. 
What Hitchcock Says. 

“We presented the Taft reserva- 
tion,” Senator Hitchcock declared, 
“as our proposition for a compro- 
mis> There was some conversa-* 
tion as to the exact meaning of the 
reservation. We urged the repub- 
licans to say whether they could 
accept this or consider it. 

“Senator Lodge said definitely he 
could not accept it. We then asked 
if *the republicans had a counter 
proposal or would make one. Sena- 
tor Lodge replied that he could not 
make any proposition on Article X. 
other than the one contained in the 
Lodge program of res«rvations, He 
said he could not consent to any 
modification. We did not take up 
the Monroe doctrine at all, but Sen- 


ator Lodge was equally positive that 


there could be no alteration of that 
reservation. We had accepted the 
reservation on the Monroe doctrine 
with the exception that we pro- 
posed an elimination of the right of 
the United States alone to inter- 
pret it. 

“IT suggested that perhaps w? 
could agree on some vay of tak- 
ing the treaty up in the senate, but 
Senator Lodge said he did not e@ 
to have any meeting on that sub- 
ject.”

“The United States declines to 
assume any legal or binding obtli- 
gation to preserve the territorial 
integrity or political independence 
of any other country under the pro- 
visions of article ten or to employ 
the military or naval forces of the 
United States under any article of 
the treaty for any purpose; but the 
congress, which, under the consti- 
tution, has the sole power in the

what moral obligation, if any, un- 
der the circumstances of any par- 
ticular cases, when it arises, should 
move the United States in the in- 
terest of world peace and justice, 
to take action therein, and will 
provide accordingly.” 

he move of the democrats in

‘as a surprise, the leaders on both 


sides having indicated beforehand 
that any decision on article ten 
probably would be put over until 
next week. -In rejecting the pro- 
posed substitute Senator Lodge re- 
iterated his announcement that no 
change at all would be considered 
in article ten reservation drafted 
by the republicans at the last ses- 
sion of congress, Agreeing to final- 
ly disagree, the conference then 
broke up in less than an hour

Why Lodge Refused. ¥ 

In his statement reviewing the 
accomplishments of the commit- 
tee Senator Lodge set forth at 
length his reasons for refusing to 
compromise on article ten and the 
Monroe doctrine. 

“Speaking for myself alone,” said 
the statement, “I have only this 
to say, that I was unable to agree 
to any change in reservations 2 
and 5 dealing with article ten and 
the Monroe doctrine. In my opinion, 
reservation No, 2, which provides 
that we shall assume no obliga- 
tion of any kind under article ten

“The change proposed in reserva- 


‘tion No. 5 in regard to the Monroe 


doctrine- was an absolutely vital 
one, because it was asserted as an 
official interpretation by the rep- 
resentatives of Great Britain that 
the Monroe doctrine under the 
treaty was to be interpreted by the 
league. This I, for one, could never 
assent to, and, in view of. the state- 
ment made in Paris by the British 
delegation, to which I have re- 


ferred. I regard the line which it); 


was proposed to strike out as ab- 
solutely necessary. 

“The United States has. always 
interpreted the Monroe doctrine 
alone. It is our policy. No one else 
has ever attempted to interpret it, 
and it is something, in my judg- 
ment, which ought never to be per- 
mitted even by the most remote 
implication. If we should strike 
out that phrase now after it had 
been accepted by the senate it 
would lead to a direct inference 
that we left that question open. 
The right to interpret the Monroe 
distrine pertaining to the United 
States alone must never be open to 
question.” 

The proposed change referred to 
by the senator was a suggestion 
by the democrats to strike out of 
the republican reservation the 
words “said doctrine is to be in- 
terpreted by the United States 
alone.”

New Orleans, January 30.—The

Colonel H. Solon Graves, chief 
forester of the United 
estry service, said tonight that the 
second congress of foresters had 
been the most successful gathering 
of scientific and professional for- 
esters ever held in the south. Fif- 
teen southern states were _§repre- 
sented.

CATTLEMEN KILLED 
WHILE CUTTING WIRES 


Tampa, Fla., January 30.—Three 
prominent cattlemen of Polk county 
were killed in a pitched battle and 
@ fourth captured just before mid- 
night last night, near Chicora, in 
Polk county, by Deputy Sheriffs. 
who claim they caught them in the 
act of cutting the wire fence sur- 
rounding the vast tract of phos- 
phate land enclosed recently by the 
American Agricultural Chemical 
company. 

The dead men are T. W Albrit-

Washington, January 30.—There 
is nothing fundamentally wrong 
with the government of the Unit- 
ed States and there is no need of 
change in existing social standards 
and economic laws, representatives 


of seven. national farm organiza- 
tions declare in a memorial adott. 


ed at a conference here yesterday 


and presented today to congress. 

The organizationg subscribing to 
the memorial are the International 
Farm Congress, National Farmers’ 
Congress, National Grange, Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation. Na- 
tional Farmers’ union, American 
Cotton Growers’ association and the 
National Federation of Milk Produc- 
ers. £ 

“The frequent assertion,” the 
memerial states, “that the war has 
brought fundamental economic and 
fndustrial changes and that we are 
born into a new world is without 
foundation. The same social stand- 
ards and economic laws will con- 
tinue to prevail.” 


National Issues. 


In a discussion of national is- 
Sues, the memorial declares the 
farmers are emphatically opposed 
to government ownership and op- 
eration of railroads on the ground 
that it is “against good policy and 
the principal of sound Ameritan- 
ism.” Congress is called upon to 
expedite the enactment of legisla- 
tion providing for the return of the 
railroads to private ownership with 
as few restrictions as are necessary 
to protect the public interest. 

The memorial denounces govern- 
ment price-fixing asan interference 
with the law of supply and demand. 
and declares that it was dangerous 
discrimination to compel any ‘group 
of citizens to sell their products in 
a regulated market and to buy their 
fk Sa a in an unregulated mar- 

et. 

Profiteering is condemned by the 
farmers, who declare that those 
who continued to exact excessive 
profits in dealing in the necessities 
of life are unmindful of the “dan- 
ger signals that are only too ap- 
earent.” 

About Striking. 


The practice of indiscriminate 
striking for triwal causes and re- 
gardless of distress or damage is 
indefensible, the memorial says, 
but the right to cease work. indi- 
vidually or collectively, is unassail- 
able.

It is now reported that the rail- 
road legislation deadlock in con: 
®@ress has been broken, opening the 
way for the return of the carriers 
to their owners on March 1, in 
accordance with ‘the president's 
proclamation, and without endan- 
gering their stability or threaten- 
ing harm to the business of the 
country. 

After long procrastination and

Balanced Forestry Program 
Important to Nation. 


At the second southern forestry 
congress which opened in New Or- 
leans Wednesday Colonel Henry S. 
Graves, chief of the United States 
forest service, urged the importance 
for the nation of a balanced and 
comprehensive forest program as 
the only way.to avert an impend- 
ing timber. shortage and increas- 
ingly burdensome lumber prices. 
“When the old timber begins to 
fail,” he said, “and the large mills 
to close down, production falls off 
with great‘rapidity. Fully 85 per 
cent of the lumber in the general 
market still comes from original or 
old growth forests. Through the 
approaching exhaustion of all the 
large centers of old-growth timber 
in the east we are having to go to 
the Pacific’ slope for material. 


timber and young growth we have 
prevented a normal renéwal of the 
forest.. We are concerned with the 
cold and ugly facts of broken and 
depleted forests, unproductive and 
actually devastated cut-over lands, 
a great deficiency of middle-aged 
second growth, and a net loss each 
year of our resources that-is lead- 
ing direct to forest bankruptcy. 

“When our original forests are 
exhausted we find we have also ex- 
hausted a large part of the imma- 
ture stands that would constitute 
our second cuttings. We shall face 
in consequence a great deficiency 
of timber in the immediate future. 
“There are hundreds of  thou- 
sands of acres of immature’ timber 
in the south that represent a splen- 
did opportunity for profits if'it is 
handled right.

In the north young pine _is 
often worth $250 to $300 an acre. 

“Our forest deficit is increasing 
every year. No less than 29 states 
import more lumber than is cut from 
their own forests, and every impor- 
tant exporting state is cutting tim- 
ber faster than it grows. Of saw 
timber the production by gr@wth for 
the entire country is believed to be 
less than one-tenth of what is con- 
sumed. The public is vitally inter- 
ested in the forest problem, and 
must assume a responsibility hith- 
erto unrecognized for working it

‘T urge recognition of individual 
responsibility on the part of the pri- 
vate owner to so handle his land 
that it will not be devastated. I 
urge at the same time the adoption 
by the public of measures of assist- 
ance and co-operation which  wiil 
make the application of this princi- 
ple feasible in practice.

tection, authority to the state or- 
ganization to take action necessary 
to prevent destructive processes that 
devastate the lands, and adequate 
appropriations to make state laws 
setfective. 

“On the other hand, there should 
be liberal- assistance to owners by 
the state, through methods of taxa- 
tion which. will encourage rather 
than discourage forestry, advice and 
assistance in the development and 
use of methods of fire protection and 
of cuttings that will bé followed by 
natural reproduction, and assistance 
in patrol and other protective meas- 
ures against fire. Ordinarily in a 
co-operative system of fire protec- 
tion there would be a sharing of 
ost on the basis of about half to 
the public and half to the owners. 

“Our policy places on the state 
direct responsibility for the public's 
immediate participation in the pri- 
vate-forest problem. The problem 
of forestry, however, is in many 
aspects a national one, and the fed- 
eral government should have a def- 
inite part in working it out. The 
{anction of the federal government 
should be to stimulate state action, 
to assist in securing concurrent leg- 
islation among the different states, 
to maintain standards of forest 
practice, and to assist the states di- 
rectly in various important ways.

Save the Railroads From 
Junking, Says Quincey 


Editor, Constitution: Those of 
our people who take the position 
that there is nothing in all the talk 
about dismantling the bankrupt 
and insolvent railroad lines are, in 
my opinion, making a grave and” 
serious mistake. : 

Five years ago a proposal to aban- 
don and destroy a chartered rail- 
road operating through a number 
of counties, and connecting numer- 
ous prosperous towns, would have 
been regarded as preposterous and 
unworthy of serious consideration. 


But we are today in south Georgia 
witnessing the destruction of a rail- 
road which was operated a distance 
of more than 100 miles for a nume- 
ber of years, and which furnished 
their only railroad service to a large 
number of important towns. 


Only by the people along the line 
of the Georgia and Florida railroad 
coming to the rescue financially 


has that line been saved from the 
auctioneer’s block, by which proc- 
ess its 400 miles would have been 
junked. But, every thinking man 
must realize that there can be no 
permanent relief in this course. A 
year from now, unless conditions 
matefially change, the same process 
will be necessary again. 


It is true also that a strong fac- 
tion of the bondholders of the A,, 
RB. & A. railroad are now making a 


fight to send that road to the junk- 
heap. It has not yet been deter- 
ined whether a majority of the 
sondholders favor this course, but 
it is certain that many of them dog, 
and we need not be surprised to see 
an aggressive fight made to dis- 
mantle this great system; the out- 
come of such a fight is extremely 
problematic. 


To my mind no more important 
question than this confronts our 
people today. With the loss of our 


railroad facilities the value of our 
property is destroyed. It, therefore, 
behooves us, I think, to give serious 
thought to this matter, and try in 
time to devise ways and means: to 
prevent this great injury to our 
state and disaster to thousands of 
our people. 

In my. opinion, the relief must 
come from the legislature—it can- 
not be obtained elsewhere. I do not 
mean by this to concede that any 
court, state or federal, now has 
the authority to authorize the dis- 
mantling of any legally chartered 
and organized railroad in the state 
of Georgia. I contend that such 
power is now vested in the legisla- 
ture and not in the courts. 

But, I do contend that the policy 
of this state should, on this ques- 
tion, be so clearly stated by our 
statutes that there could never 
again be any question raised as to 
where the power to authorize the 
dismantling of public service corpo- 
rations is vested, and that that pow-

PHYSICIAN KILLED 
IN CHINA RELATED 
TO JOHN A.MANGET 


It has recently been learned that 
Dr. C. T. Logan, the missionary who 
was killed in China, is a brother- 
in-law of John A. Manget, of At- 
lanta and the Fair Price commis- 
soiner for Georgia. Dr. Logan mar- 
ried Mr. Mannet’s sister, Miss Jen- 
nie Manget, of Hardwick. 

Cable messages to “Mr. Manget; 
states that Dr. Logan was hit in 
the throat by the bullet which had 
penetrated the native physician’s 
shoulder. The shot was fired by a 
demented soldier who was under 
treatment in Dr. Logan's hospital. 
Loss of blood, coming from a sev- 
ered jugular vein is attributed as 
the cause of the doctor’s death. 

It was stated that Dr. Logan had 
been in China for 23 years in medi- 
cal work. He originally came from 
Illinois. According to Mr. Manget, 
Dr. Logan has made quite a record 
in his stay in China. He was found- 
er and head of the hospital, where 
his death occured. 

Mrs. Logan is now with another 
brother, Dr. Fred B. Manget, who 
recently came back to Fuchow, 
China from Siberia, where he was 
with the Red Cross. He was also 
a medical worker.

~IN HIGHWAY MAP 


Delegations From Macon, 
Tifton and Moultrie Ap- 
pear Before State Board 
at Meeting Friday ‘Aft- 
ernoon. | 


Delegations from Macon, Tifton 
and Moultrie appeared before the 
state highway board at its meeting 
Friday afternoon to suggest several 
changes in the key road map which 
the board made public two weeks 
ago, insofar as one or more of the 
roads leading to their respective 
municipalities are concerned. 

The board listened at length to 
the reasons advanced for the pro- 
posed changes, which were made in 
& manner generally. sympathetic 
with the plan of the board and@ith 
a fair realization of the difficulties 
encountered in laying out a map 
that would join in one system of 
roads all the county seats of the 
state as the law requires, 

Suggestions in Writing. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Chairman Charles N. Strahan re- 
quested that the suggestions be re- 
duced to writing so that the district 
engineers might have them before 
them and that due consideration 
might be given them. 

While the board has, of course, 
not laid down any hard and° fast 
rule against making changes in the 
map as drawn and will give careful 
consideration to all those suggested, 
it is nevertheless true that two dif- 
ficulties are confronted when 
changes are begun to be made. 

The first is that almost any 
change suggested causes a varia- 
tion in the total number of 4,800 
miles, to which the board i& limit- 
ed by law and which may not be 
exceeded; the second, that achange 
in one place generally necessitates 
Other revisions and that many 
changes w ild upset the whole 
scheme and compel a beginning de 
novo. Anothér thing to be con- 
sidered is that while a change might 
please those seeking it, there would 
probably be an equally large number 
of people interested in having the 
scheme remain as it is. 


Map Represents Labor. 


The map as it stands represents 
a vast deal of labor on the part 
of the board and its engineers who 
worked it* out from the point of 
view of the best interests of the 
State as a whole without seeking 
to favor any local interests in par- 
ticular. There are a few minor: 
changes to be made, however, some | 
of which had suggested themselves | 
to the members of the board even 
before loca! interests brought them 
to its attention. 

Members of the board present at 
Friday's meeting were Chairman 
Strahan and R. C. Neely, of Waynes- 
boro. Stanley 8S. Bennett, of Quit- 
man, the third member of the board, 
was detained at home. by sickness 
in his family. H. J. Quincey, of 
Ocilla, the attorney for the board, 
was. also present. 

While here, the board discussed 
with Secretary of State McLendon 
and Treasurer Speer the disposition 
of the fund coming in from auto- 
mobile license taxes for its use. 
Some arrangements will probably

As early as November, 1918, some 
Colorado and Kansas friends of the 
general sent’ an emissary to Mr. 
Roosevelt to say that they were 
considering the organizing of a 
Wood movement, but that they 
would not go forward. with it if 
there was any chance of Mr. Roose-, 
vyelt himself becoming the republic- 
an standardbearer.

And 
during fae two months that preced- 
ed Mr. Roosevelt’s death it was 
generally understood and accepted 
on the part of everybody on the in- 
side of republican leadership that 
Mr. Roosevelt would be the re- 
publican nominee in 1920. 
How Wood Boom Began. 

Then Roosevelt died, and his fu- 
neral brought together in New York 
a large number of his friends {rom 
every part of the country. In the 
spirit of the occasion, as an act of 
devotion to their dead leader's mem- 
ory, aS a means of perpetuating his 
tradition and ideals, a number of 
these old friends of Roosevelt de- 
cided, in a more or less sentimental 
way, to’ band together. And in or- 
der to have a symbol, in order to 
rive flesh and blood and living pur- 
pose to their fellowship, they de- 
cided to support some one of Roose- 
velt’s old friends for the _ presi- 
dency. 

This particular group of Roose- 


| velt’'s friends were mainly non-po- 


litical in character. Their names 
would mean nothing to the general 
public. They were and are men of 
high character and great earnest- 
ness, rather remote from practical 
politics. If they had been more 
purely political friends of the dead 
leader, If they had been members 
of the old progressive party, they 
might conceivably have chosen Sen- 
ator Hiram Johnson, who was 
Roosevelt's running mate on the 
progressive ticket in 1912. Also, 
if this particular group of Roose- 
velt's friends had been more politi- 
eal in their experience, they might 
have gone about their project dif- 
ferently. Howeverég@ being chiefly 
former rough riders and “Platts- 
burgers,” these friends focussed 
upon General Wood, who had been 
a fellow commander of Roosevelt's 
in the rough riders, and had been 
associated with Roosevelt in that 
advocacy of+ military preparedness 
which resulted in the.

Started Wood Lengua, 


This group of friends star@#d the 
Leonard Wood league, and that was 
the genesis of the Wood boom. Be- 
ing inexperienced in politics them- 
selves, they looked about for some- 
one to take charge of what might 
be termed the professional political 
part of their project. They chose 
John T. King. 

They brought General Wood on 
from Chicago to a dinner in New 
York, they told him of their pur- 
pose to make him president, and 
they introduced Mr. King to him as 
his political manager. And in this 
initial meeting there was a three- 
Sided misunderstanding which con- 
tained the seeds of all the trouble 
that followed. General Wood, on 
his part, as might be expected of a 
man with purely military expe- 
rience, was naive, childlike, he was 
in the hands of his friends, and he 
took it for granted that they would 
everything that was necessary, 
and do it shipshape. The inexpe- 
rienced leaders of the Leonard Wood 
league, on their part, assumed that 
the political manager thev had se- 
lected would be their subordinate

Rut Mr. King, rather reasonably, 
had a different conception.

All kinds of 
charges were made. It was said 
that King had collected and ex- 
pended an absurdly exaggerated 
amount of money; it was charged 
that he had employed paid work- 
ers in various communities: it was 
charged that he had made definite 
promises of patronage: it was 
charged that he had said that he 
personally would have contro] of 
all matters of patronage in the 
event of General Wood's success: it 
was charged that he intended to 
force out Will Hays as nationa! 
eneiemnn and put himself in the 
place. 


New Figure Appears. 


Complaints of this kind against Mr 
King’s methods were repeatedly 
carried to General Wood, and at 
one time late last month it reached 
a point where Mr. King was sum- 
moned before a sort of political 
court-martial. It was held at Eli- 
hu Root’s home in New York and 
mp Wood was present, together 
wi a few others of his important 
supporters. King was charged with 
having made _ specific assertions 
about patronage—specific assertions 
of such a nature that Mr. Root. is 
reported to have declared that if 
the charges were true, he, Root, 
would be the first man to oppose 
Wood's candidacy, a sentiment in 
which General Wood himself nearti- 
ly concurred. King appears to have 
cleared himself of the charges, al- 
though he is far too candid a politi- 
cian and has too accurate a sense 
of realities to be a hypocrite or 
pretend to deny that in all eandi- 
dacies there’ are certain implications 
that go with important support. In 
any event, King continued for a 
time as the official political man- 
ager of the Wood candidacy. 

But about that time a new per- 
sonality entered the situation.. Wil- 
liam Cooper Procter, of Cincinnati 
came into the leadership of the 
non-political end of the Wood move- 
ment. He became chairman of the 
Leonard Wood League. Mr. Proc- 
ter, although a man of over fifty 
at the time, had gone through one 


of the: Plattsburg camps and had. 


conceived a strong admiration for 
Gen. Wood. He is an extremely 
successful business man: he had 
always been the head of his own 
business; his Personality and his 
experience both had made him the 
type of man who if ‘he is the head 
o "ile ge must be the real head 
of it. 


Two Were Irreconcilable. 


Once in charge of the Leonard 
Wood league he took the position 
that King must be subordinate to 
him. King took the position that 
as political manager he could not 
be subordinate to anybody. Mr. 
Procter demanded that King make 
a record of his understandings with 
politicians throughout the country; 
King replied that political under- 
Standings of that kind are person- 
al. : Mr. Procter pointed out. that 
if King should die suddenly no one 
would know where the Wood boom 
stood. King took the attitude of 
politics, politics of the Mark Han- 
na era; Procter took the attitude 
of business. 

The two men were irreconciliable. 
Procter forced a showdown before 
Gen. Wood. Twice Procter issued 
a choose-between-us ultimatum and 
in the end Wood retired King to the 
players’ bench. He might very well 
have gone on out and over to one 
of the other candidates, for un- 
doubtedly King had gathered to- 
gether @ certain number of poten- 
tial delegates whose primary al- 
legiance was to him personal rath- 
er than to Gen. Wood. In any 
event, much of the strength ¥ ch 
King had gathered together win no 
longer be back of Wood, for’ it 
was based upon understandings 
— King can no longer carry 
out. 


How It Will Affect Wood. 


The loss to Wood occasioned by 
King’s retirement will be greater 
than the number of immediate del- 
egates lost. Perhaps the chief 
harm to Wood, in a purely political 
sense, will be a loss of prestige 
among professional politicians. Lit- 
tle district politicians everywhere 
will be troubled with the thought 
that Wood is a man who “throws 
down” his. political followers, that 
he does not have a sufficiently lofty 
conception of the sacredness of 
those obligations between a candi- 
date and his supporters which are 
more frequently implied«than ex- 
pressed, but which, for that very 
reason, it is the more important 
for a candidate to have a reputa- 
tion for keeping. 

On the other hand, the retire- 
ment of King really puts the Wood 
candidacy on a more natural ba- 
sis. The two elements of Gen. 
Wood's strength were in an unnat- 
ural union. The Old Guard isn’t 
really for Wood. John King more or 
less symbolizes the Old Guard and he 
was supposed to deliver it to Gen. 
Wood. In the end, King might have 
been able to do that, but he could 
only do it by making Wood suc- 
cessful. 

if Wood should turn up at Chi- 
cago with enough delegates to: win, 
then the Old Guard would be for 
him. That is their function, as 
the Elder Statesmen of the party, 
be for the strongest man. But 
in their hearts the Old Guard isn’t 
for Wood.

Wood has much but not by any 
means all of the Rovsevelt follow- 
ing. Hiram Johnson is the man 
whom Roosevelt chose to be his run- 
ning mate on the progressive ticket. 
And Johnson’s friends have a good 
deal to say about the theory that 
General Wood is Roosevelt's polit- 
teal heir. In a political year that is 
unusually rich in entertainment. 
there is nothing more entertaining 
to a privileged neutral than to sit 
in the Johnson camp and hear the 
comments of some very clever men 
on the legitimacy of that law of 
descent which makes a military man 
the sole heir and residuary legatee 
of a political mantle. It doesn’t 
take a great effort of the imagina- 
tion to see the possibilities for ex- 
tremely racy wit in that situation.

FARMERS THREATEN

as summarized by officials, show the 
major complaints of the farmers, in 


numerital order, to be: 

Inability to obtain labor to work 
the farms, hired help and the farm- 
ers’ children having been lured to 
the city by higher wages and eas- 
ier living; 

High profits taken by middlemen 
for the mere handling of food prod- 
ucts; and 

Lack of proper agencies of con- 
tact between the farmer and the ul- 
timate consumer. 

Many of the replies, said one of- 
ficial who had looked over’ them, 
probably as many as 50 per cent, in- 
dicate that the writers contemplate 
either leaving the farms or curtail- 


ing acreage under cultivation be- 


cause of one or more of the three 
major grievances and because of the 
growing feeling against non-produc- 
ing city dwellers. 

Commenting tonight on the re- 
plies, Assistant Postmaster General 
Blakslee said: 

“Such a condition at a time when 
the predominant ery is for produc- 
tion and still more production can- 
not but constitute a grave menace.” 

Before the senate committee . he 
charaetized the situation as “dis- 
quieting and portentous of disas- 
trous consequences.” This opin- 
ion was expressed by Mr. B.aks- 
lee after a member of the senate 
committee had remarked that the 
replies seemed to have come “most- 
ly from a bunch of bolshevists.” 

Excerpts from a number of let- 
ters, taken at random from the 
more than 40,000 letters already on 
file at the postoffice departmént, 
showed a treng of thought a:nong 
at least a considerable pvopcrtion 
of the farmers of New England. 
the middle western states, Georgia 
and the eastern agricultural ‘sec- 
tion. 

To Curtalil Production. 

“The time is very near,” wrote 
a farmer at East Chatham, N. Y.. 
“when we farmers will have to eur- 
tail production and raise only what 
we need for our own use and let 
the other fellows look out (for 
themselves. Labor unions are more 
to blame for the high prices than 
anyone else. People are trying to 
get pay,for what they don't earn.” 

Writing from Palmyra, Mo. an- 
other farmer said: 

“TI almost fear a famine. Farm 
help everywhere is flocking to tie 
city, urged ‘by short hours, high 
wages and the promise of a good 
time. Someone, I fear, is going to 
suffer if this condition is not renm:- 
edied shortly.”: 

Declaring that the whole onus of 
the high cost of living rests with 
the middleman, another Missouri 
producer advocated the- establish- 
ment of municipal markets to be 
served by parcel post direct. : 

“I sell butter to the dealer for 40 
cents a pound,” his letter said, “and 
the same butter sells to the con- 
sumer at 80 cents a pound. In the 
distribution we lose nearly half, and 
we lose money on the butter at the 
first price. Such conditions are caus- 
ing the farmers to leave the farm 
by the thousands. We have reached 
a crisis. You may ask what we 
would «o with the middleman. | 
will suggest that it be arranged for 
them to go to the farm and help 
produce thiies. I understand they 
might not relish working fourteen 
hours a day, but if we get by the 
near future, there will have to be 
some useful work done by every- 
one.”

Declaring that while the farmer 
has to take what. the commission 
man and retailer will pay him for 
his product, he is compelled to pay 
whatever the dealer asks for his 
clothes, farm machinery and other 
necessities, another farmer said: 
“Farmers work from 12 to 16 
hours a day. City labor works 6 
to 8 hours a day. * The city man 
makes two or three times as much 
as the farmer. The farmer labors 
and produces but gets a smaller re- 


turn than any other class.” 


Profit of Middleman. 


“The time is coming, if not here,” 
another letter declared, “when the 
consumer and the farmer wili abso- 
lutely have to deal direct with one 
another. The middlemen want a 
larger profit than we are gptting. 
while at the same time the farmer 
does the hard work.” 

Declaring that “great evils con- 
front us today and hypocrisy is in 
full sway.” a letter from a Hagers- 
town, Md., farmer read: 

“To reduce the cost of my food- 
stuffs to the consumer you must 
first furnish me with first-class la- 
bor at reasonable wages, and, sec- 
ond, you must eliminate thousands 
of middlemen.who are’ robbing the 
people wholesale.” | , 

“The price of everything the 
farmer has to buy is still going up. 
and the quantity we can raise and 
nut on the market is steadily go- 
ing down,” a Missouri farmer wrote. 
“T am a small farmer and don't 
know much else. We are all loyal 
citizens, but there is an awful un- 
easiness.” 

“If you would reduce the cost of 
living,” another farmer said, “cur- 
tail the possibilities which are now 
afforded capital to hoard and 
profiteer under fake legislation, 
then efforts will produce results.”

Mr. Manget stated an immedi- 
4 ate probe of all rentals in the state 
would be ordered within a month, 
and that some action would be tak- 
en immediately. 

Mr. Manget stated he would first 
direct the activities of the various 
commissions toward the tenants 
paying $40 or less a month, whose 
renting scale had been increased 
20 per cent within the last two 
years. This probe will be followed 
immediately by an investigation of 
rentals of more than $40. 

“When the owners of three-room 
‘shotgun’ houses—located on a back 
alléy; so far out that you cannot 
tell whether they are inside the city 
limits or not—have been renting 
them for $9, and suddenly notify 
their tenants that ‘beginning on the 
10th, your rent will be $18 per 
month,’ they are profiteering, and it 
is the most cruel form of profiteer- 
ing, for there is no alternative ex- 
cept to pay or be put in the street, 
as there are no houses for rent,’ 
said Mr. Manget. “The same is 
true of higher-priced homes and 
apartments, ”" was one of the para- 
graphs in Mr. Manget’s statement. 

“The high cost of living {is said 
to be an endless chain,” said Mr. 
Manget.” “Every commodity a link, 
the purveyor of every ,commodity 
saying to himself, ‘the fext link to 
me is getting his; I shall get 
mine,’ ” ’ 

“Everyone must have shelter, 
though they may not have enough 
food or clothing. 

“Every tenant in Georgia,” con- 
tinued Mr. Manget, “paying $40 or 
less per month, whose rent has been 
increased more than 20 per cent in 
the last two years is invited to 
send to this office full information. 
Inclosing receipt at the old rate and 
one at the present, rate would as- 
sist materially. These receipts will 
be returned as soon as your rent 
increase has been checked up.’

Washington, January 30.—Al- 
though influenza now has become 
epidemic over a large part of the 
country the public health service 
said today the situation was well 
in hand practically everywhere 
and that medical and nursing facili- 
ties were proving adequate. 

“From telegraphic reports receiv~ 
ed by the health service,” the state- 
ment said, “it is evident epidemic 
influenza prevails over a large part 
of the country. Moreover, with its 
well established characteristics, 
this prevalence appears tO be UNI Tig, 
fluenced by climate. 

“So far as our reports indicate 
the disease is just as prevalent in 
the southern regions as it is else- 
where. 

“Reports indicate that practically 
everywhere the situation is well 
in hand and that local medical and 
nursing facilities nowhere are 
overtaxed. Certainly the situation 
is in, marked contrast to that which 
prevailed last year.”

Consent to a plan by which the 
increase of $30 a month voted by 
city council to the white grammar 
school teachers would be reduced 
$5 a month’ and the sum of $5 be 
added to the $10 raise given to the 
negro grammar school _ teachers, 
making their increase $15 and the 
white teachers $25, will be asked 
by the board of education of the At- 
lanta Public School Teachers’ as- 
sociation at a called meeting of that 
body today. The board will meet at 
4 o’clock at the city hall to receive 
their answer. : 

There are 484 white grammar 
school principals and teachers, 
while there are but 136 negro teach- 
ers. The proposed reducton would 
net $29,040, of which $8,160 would 
grant the negroes a $5 raise. The 
difference, reappropriated, the board 
estimates, would nearly permit the 
full salary schedule worked out last 
year but now in suspension, to be 
put into effect, and it is their plan 
to do so. 

Deriving the the benefit of the 
old salary schedule/ the principals 
would receive their $5 reduction 
back again, so in reality only the 
grade teachers would be set back. 
However, under the schedule, on 
September 1, they will be automatic- 
ally entitled to another $5 a month 
increase, although this is not re- 
stricted to the grammar grades. 

Salary Schedule. 

Last year the board of education 
formulated a salary schedule on a 
percentage basis, which they found 
later financial limitations would not 
permit them to meet in full. As 
a temporary expedient they then 
adopted a resolution setting the 
}'maximum which would be paid to 
any teacher at $20 a month. 

Decision to lay the request for re- 
duction before the Teachers’ associa-' 
tion was reached Friday afternoon 
by the board after mor® than two 
hours’ debate on the question and 
was finally adopted after another 
plan had been favored whereby 
members of the committee on church 
co-operation of the Atlanta Minis- 
ters’ Evangelical association were 
to appear before council and ask 
that body to apprvupriate more mon- 
ey for the negroes. 

Members of this association @AS6 
appeared Friday before the board 
in behalf of the negroes were Rev. 
Cc. B. Wilmer, Rev. M. Ashby Jones, 
Dr. Plato T. Durham and James 
Morton. The Atlanta Federation of 
Trades was also represented by a 
committee composed of Jerome 
Jones, editor of The Journal of Lab- 
or, and J. A. Miller, chairman of 


the school committee. 

All the speakers joined in declar- 
ing that the negroes are not being 
given a square deal. Superintend- 
ent W. F. Dykes had prepared a 
tentative schedule of additional in- 
creases for the negroes which he 
submitted at the meeting. The 
average percentage of  =increase 
which the white teachers are about 
to receive he said, is 23.7 per cent, 
while that of the negroes, if his 
tentative schedule were adopted, 
would be 23.3 per cent, and would 
require a little over $6,000. 

Pian Is Attacked. 

This would be rank injustice, 
Jerome Jones, who declared that 
the salaries of the white and the 
negroes should be first put on a par- 
ity before percentage increases 
would be justifiable. According to 
Mr. ———, the $238,000 appropria- 
tion Hy council for the teachers 
should be equally distributed among 
teachers of both races alike,’ and 
stated that the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades could not support any oth- 
er course. 

Dr. Durham attacked Mr. Dykes’ 
schedule as being “camouflage.” He 
said that an analysis of his figures 
showed that the schedule seemed to 
equalize the percentage “when in 
point of fact only $2 is being added 
to their salaries.” 

‘It is simply covering up the -is- 
sue,” he continued. “You are mak- 
ing an average inarease when the 
number in each category of teach- 
ers has not been considered.” Thus 
he explained that the white teach- 
ers in the various groups were 
lumped together in an average 
against the negro teachers, nedrly 
all of whom are grammar school 
teachers and paid low salaries. 

Mr. Dykes replied, telling Dr. Dur- 
ham that he was entertaining the 
wrong conception of the proposi- 
tion and declared that he resented 
being charged with using camou- 
flace.
